JOCKEYS AT LATONIA PUT UP WEAK 
FINISHES AFTER THE BALL. 



Only Two Favorites Get Home In Front — Steeple- 
chase the Usual Chapter of Mishaps— 
Horsemen Are Shipping to Louisville. 



Cincinnati, O., Au^st 29. — An excellent card 
was provided here today and the attendance was 
up to the usual standard, but the racing was far 
from satisfactory from any point of view. TBie 
Jockeys had their annual ball last night — a local 
affpir of some importance — and this, no doobt, 
had considerable bearing on the decision of some 
of the races this afternoon. It was generally 
conceded that only a weak finish caused Boserrian, 
nn odds-on choice, to lose to Dr. Frank, an ont- 
Hider in the speculation. Nicol had the moont 

on the former, and he apparently thought that be 
had the race won, only to find that the decision 
had been given against him by the narrowest of 
margins. The riding in the third race, a condi- 
tion affair at a mile, which was the feature of the 
lirogramme, would under normal conditions have 
come in for very severe criticism. Ck>ruscate and 
.Miss l>oyle were both far and away the best of the 
others, but both receive<l weak and indifferent 
rides. These two were the choices. Tern’s Rod de- 
feating both decisively. 

'rhe steeplechase developed a series of mishaps. 
Six faced the barrier with Dunning considered the 
liest and heavily backed. He and Bluemiut, which 
was second choice, were the only two to finish, the 
others having come to grief either by running out 
of the course or unseating their riders. Profitable 
was given third money, Archibald remounting him 
after a spill over the last Jump in the field. Battle 
Creek while in the lead ran out of the course at the 
fourth obstacle and was followed by Frank Me. At 
the same Jump St. Volma lost his rider and con- 
tinue<l with the others until the club house was 
reached, where he fell heavily in an effort to Jump 
out to the main track. 

Sallie B. B. and Amberita were the only winning 
favorites. The latter gave Nicol his last winning 
mount at this meting, as he leaves tonight tot the

of a select string of horses now racing at Saratoga. 
>ir. Stanton developed W. Miller, the crack eastern 
Jockey, and still has a two years’ contract on this 
youngster. In Mr. Stanton’s opini<m Milln* is the 
greatest rider the turf has sen in many a year. 
The lK>y can ride at 84 pounds and as he is only 
IK years old he bids fair to be a successful pigskin 
artist for many seasons to come. During his short 
career he has saved up $40,000, and only recently 
he purchaseil a home for his mother, which cost 
him $10,000. 

Henry Flippen stopped here en route to Nashville 
where he goes to take np two horses that have l>een 
turned out at J. B. Ferguson’s farm. He will ship 
them to Bennings. Mr. Flippen has been for the 
past month at Esmont, Va., looking over some of 
the stock owned by J. E. Lane. Flippen will cam- 
paign an extensive string owned by Mr. Lane next 
year on the metropolitan tracks. The horses now 
owned by Flippen, with the exception of Cardigan, 
which is at Toronto, are resting up at the Bennings 
track, w'here they will be sent after purses when 
that meeting begins.

SOLON SHINGLE WINS WINDSOR FEATURE. 

Detroit, Mich., August 29. — A mile handicap for 
all ages was the feature on the card at Windsor to- 
day. Restoration represented the younger diTision 
and Wexford was assigned the post of honor with 
120 pounds. Two pronounced favorites won for the 
talent and the other winners came from the second 
choices. All the winners were heavily backed and 
the books received a severe drubbing. The track 
was fast and the weather conditions cool and 
pleasant, bringing oot one of the largest cr>wda 
since the opening day. 

The handicap was captured in a handy manner by 
Solon Shingle, the second choice in the betting. JjA 
Londe, us usual, went to the front and set a aiax- 



llng pace, hut the distance seemed a little loo far 
for the Top Gallant mare and when the stretch was 
reached she began to fall back. Solon Shingle, well 
rated behind the pacemakers, then moved np and 
caught La Londe at the sixteenth 
post. From there on to the finish the 
first money was never in doubt. Restora- 
tion for awhile appenre<l as if he wonld be trouble- 
some, but he gave it up a few yards from the finish. 
Wexford made a determined effm-t in the last six- 
teenth, but the weight told on him. He lasted long 
enough to get third place from Request. 

Green B. Morris scored his first win at the meet- 
ing in the fifth with Cholk Hedricfit. The victory, 
however, cost him $500. as the horse was bid up that 
amount over his selling price of $500 by J. M. 
Stokes. He was retained by the customary advance 
of $5. 

Ed Trotter, whose Scalplock finished second to 
Granada, thought the winner had been entered too 
cheaply and ran him np $700 over his selling price 
of $800. He was bought in by the owner. 

A FORTUNATE ENGLISH OWNER. 

Commenting on the success of Major Eustace 
Loder’s two-year-old Galvanl in the International 
Plate at Kempton Park, the London Sporting Life of 
August 16, says: 

“Major Eustace Loder Is a distinctly fortunate 
man, and the world of racing, at least, has little 
left to offer him. Possessed of the beet old horse 
In the world, he has the best three-year-old, and In 
Galvanl one of the nicest youngsters of the year. 
His task in the International Plate yesterday was 
not esteemed very highly, and long odds had always 
to he betted on him, bnt be Justified them hand- 
somely. for he won with supreme ease everywhere. 
A nice-framed horse, his one drawback is that he 
•was yesterday covered with a black sweat, which 
is generally Indicative of nervousness, and some- 
times of a lack of courage. So far. however, there 
is nothing to suggest that he has any distaste for 
racing, and there. should be a promising future for 
him.’’ 

The “best old horse in the world’* referred to is 
the famous mare Pretty Polly. The three-year-old 
is the Derby and Grand Prtx winner Spearmint and 
some good Judges have expressed the (pinion that 
Galvanl is the best two-year-old in England. The 
latter is a handsmne chestnut colt by Laveno — Gal- 
linaria. He was beaten at his first start, but 
afterward won the Chesterfield Stakes at Newrmarket 
and follow’ed this up with his Kempton Park success. 

POPE JOAN VERSUS DE MUND. 

Saratoga, N. T., August 29. — Two large bets on 
the Futurity were recorded last night. James 
Pickens of Al)>any was declaiming on the speed and 
stamina of Poi>e Joan, one of James R. Keene’s 
candidates for Saturday’s big race for tw’o-year- 
olds, to a number of horsemen and bookmakers. 
Bob Tucker, who w’as one of the party, expressed 
his disbelief in the horse. “Talk is cheap,’* Pick- 
ens is reported to have said. “I am willing to 
back Pope Joan with good money.’* 

“Well, I’ve got a dollar or two to wager that I 
can name a horse that will beat Pope Joan,’’ re- 
plied Tucker. 

“I’ll bet you $2,000 even you can’t,’’ said Pick- 
ens. '‘Yon’re on,’’ was Tncker’s answer, “and I 
will name De Mund for my horse.’’ 

Leo Mayer, the lH>okmaker, who was also present, 
then turned to Tucker arid said: “Don’t be a piker. 
Bob. If Mr. Pickens really wants to bet on Pope 
Joan I will lay him $3,000 to $2,500 that De Mund 
will beat her. both horses to start.’* 

Pickens took up the bet, making a total of $4,500 
invested on the filly’s chances as against Rainey’s 
crack sprint er. 

J. C. CORE 18 MUCK ADMIRED. 

“J. C. Core’s victory in the two-year-old handi- 
cap at Saratoga Monday stamps him even better 
than his admirers had rated him,’’ says the New 
York Sun. “He conceded all the way from 
eleven to thirty-five pounds to the lot oppose to 
him. yet came close to making an exhibition of 
them. All Miller had to do was to let him run 
to the end of five furlongs. Then he bounded 
away and won by himself in the next thing to a 
canter. This colt is one '•more of the good ones 
that were pnreliased at the sale of the stable of 
Harry Brown. J. C. *Core has no stake engage- 
nieuts at Sheepshead Bay, bnt at Gravesend, 
Aqueduct and Jamaica he will be out for some of 
the fixtures. The other day, on a fast track, he 
ran six furlongs in l:12g, winning easily. Monday 
he proved that mud does not bother him. This 
ability to run at his l»est in any sort of going 
adds materially to his value.*’

The 
Queen City Stable again nominates A1 Powell and 
other nominatimis are made by E. S. Gardner with 
Restoration, P. Gallagher with Mary Cnstis, N. 
Dyment with bis The Commoner colt, Simon D., 
J. H. Maddigan with Ellicott, 6. H. Neal with 
Fire Alarm, K. F. Nolan with Renraw, Mrs. L. S. 
Pangle with Loretta Mack, J. W. Ryan with Jimmy 
James and Allan Steele A Co. with Miss Lida, a 
daughter of the late Marcus Daly’s Ogden.

MAY CONTINUE 8EN0RITA STUD. 

New York, August 29. — It is rumored that Cap- 
tain W. Harry Brown is seriotisly considering the 
continuance of Senorita Stud w’ith Max Samnelson 
as manager. It was announced some time ago 
that the stallions and mares wonld be sold this c<Mn- 
ing fall, but the racing of this season has shown 
the produce of the late Captain S. S. Brown’s es- 
tahl i id i tn e B t ' to such good advantage that it is said 
that Captain Harry Brown has about come to the 
conclusion that it would be a good business venture 
to continue the stnd. Sixteen yearlings from this 
farm will be sold at the Sheepshead Bay sales, be- 
ginning Saturday, and the prices there obtained will 
have much bearing on Captain Brown’s decision. 

BUTTE RACEGOERS WANT BETTER COLORS. 

“There is some talk of taking up a subscription 
for the horsemen to buy them new colors.** says 
the Bntte (Montana) Miner. “Some of the Jackets 
and caps are as near what they are supposed to be 
as day is to night, while in many cases they fail 
utterly to correspond with the program or the pro- 
gram with the colors. Across the tracks the spec- 
tator has to know every horse well to be able to 
pick them out. A dirty white goes for lemon and a 
faded blue for royal purple. Pink and red are 
handled without regard for the recognized color 
system, and take it all in all, it is a mixed up 
mess when the horses go to the poet very far away 
from the stand.’* 

CLEAN BILL GF HEALTH AT SARATOGA. 

“Not a sick horse could be found among those 
that have been or will be shipped,’* says the New 
York Sun, by way of comment on the transporta- 
tion of horses from Saratoga to Sheepshead Bay. 
“This clean bill of health is very pleasing to the 
trainers, who feared the extreme heat which pre- 
vailed during the greater part of the meeting 
would prove disastrous. Some cripples go back, 
of course, but otherwise the condition of both the 
two-year-olds and the older horses is remarkable.” 

MILLER WILL RIDE ORAN IN THE FUTURITY. 

Saratoga. N. Y., August 29. — McCarter will not 
carry the colors of the Newcastle Stable in the 
Futurity at Sheepshead Bay next Saturday unless 
he shows phenomenal improvement between now 
and then. 'Trainer Tom Welsh says he has not 
fully recovered from the injuries received in his 
stall a few days since. 'Trainer Welsh, however, 
will saddle Oran for the Futurity and Walter 
Miller will have the mount on the Ormondale 
Stable’s colt .

SIMPLE HONOURS WINS EASILY AFTER 
BIKNG HEAVILY BACKED. 

Odds of 100 to 1 at One Stage of the Bettinjg-^ 
Salvidere Wins the Adirondack Handicap 
— Easy for Athlete. 



Saratoga. N. Y., August 29.— A crestfallen lot of 
racegoers left the course after the last race today. 
The card, which offered allnring pouslbilities on 
paper, did not pan out well. Two of the four pro- 
hibitive favorites met defeat with the closing race 
going to Simple Honours, a kmg shot. The last 
named was the medium of a killln«’ A rumor was 
in circulation to the effect that he was a ringer, 
having its source hi the vague explanation made by 
the trainer Preston Buroh when interrogated regard- 
ing the horse’s identity and antecedants. Today be 
was persistently hacked, there being at one stage 
of the betting as high as 100 to 1 and 15 to 1 be- 
ing taken at the close. The Racontenr three-year-old 
ridden by an inexperienced novice, won an ex- 
tremely Mat race all the way with such ease that 
horsemen began to sit np and take notice. 

Thomas Hitchcock’s marvelous three-year-old, 
Salvidere, picked np his big burden of 128 pounds 
as lightly as If it had been a feather and score<l an 
impressive victory in the Adirondack Handicap of 
$5,000, at six furlongs from a good company of 
lightly weighted cqlta of his own age. Despite the 
liberal odds of 1 to 2 quoted about the Juvenile 
champion, he was to a certain extent ignored by 
the big speculators, most of the wagering being con- 
fined to Don Enrique and Eddie Ware for place and 
show. There was a pr<mounced tendency to play 
all aronnd the favorifh in this race. 

The same thing applies to Athlete In the milo 
event following. 

The Millerites were Jubilant after the first race in 
which the Jockey scored a Incky win on Plansible. 
The favm-ite. Mintberia, ridden by Gamer, was 
nearly left at the post and only beaten by Ihches 
at the end. 

Maximilian, the second choice la the st^plechaae, 
stood up long enough to stagger home in front of 
Buckman after the odds-on favOTlte, Allegiance, had 
fallen at the second from the last Jump. 

Koemer was severely criticised for his bungling 
ride cm Rusk, another odds-on choice, in the six 
furlongs sprint, third <m the card, the improving 
Anneta Lady easily passing him in the final six- 
teenth. 

Billy Myers has engaged as snperlntendent 

at the Crescent City Jockey Club’s track during the 
coming winter. 

ConviUe worked a recent trial over Horse Haven 
track, three-quarters of a mile in 1:17. j. b. Glad- 
den pronounced his work equal to Salvidere’s and 
predicts that he will win the Futurity in which 
Lis weight is 117 pounds. 

Jule Garson bet $10 straight and $10 place on 
Simple Honours at odds of 100 and 40. 

“The wizard trainer,” as Madden is termed, plated 
Salvidere with aluminum plates Just befmre his 
race this afternoon and then took them off imme- 
diately after it was over. Madden says that the 
principle of wearing tight shoes is involved. 

NEWCOMERS UPSET CALCULATIONS. 

“Given the ponies which were nkinhig during the 
early summer at Windsor, any old stager could say 
with reascmable certainty that such and such a 
horse will surely win if he doesn’t get shot before 
he comes under the wire,” says the Detroit News. 
“But now that half or more of the racers are brand 
new at the Ontario oval they have so shnffled the 
deck as to put guessing at a premium and caose 
the bookies to wax fat in their little coops. It Is 
not for long, say the public, however. Yet but a 
day or two and they promise to get onto the com- 
bination and send those bookies back howling to 
their banks for more cash, all of which makes the 
game a m<me entrancing gala day for the patrona 
of the paddock and the betting ring.”
